"lis Majesty has welcomed this 
opportunity of seeing the United 
States Armies and Air Forces and 
the French Army, with whom his 
own forces have been eo closely 
associated in the recent memorable 
victory, and of investing General 
Fisenhower, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Allied forces, with the Insignia 
of a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Bath.” 

Before leaving the King signed 
Letters Patent under the Great Seal 
appointing the following five 
Councillors of State to act for him 
duiing his absence:—-The Queen, the 
Duke of Gloucester, the Princess 
Royal, Princess Arthur of Con- 
nayght, and Ladv Southesk. 

The Queen's fellow-Councillors are 
the four next in line of succession to 
the Throne, excluding minors. 

It was later announced that the 
King made the trip by air, arriving 
in North Africa on Saturday, He 
is accompanied by Sir James Grigg, 
the War Minister, and Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair, Secretary of Air.

UNITED FRONT 


Whatever disagreement there might 
be between parties 'in the State, 
there was no disagreement on the 
question of non-participation in the 
war: no disagreement on the 
principle that we should continue 
to remain neutral, and agreement 
that the best service that could be 
done for the State was to present a 
united front on that issue. 

Was it, he said, unreasonable to 
ask that what could be done in 
defence of the State could be done 
in an attempt to solve the big 
economic problemsaffecting us?

It was no criticism 
of the Government, but a simple 
statement of fact, to say that there 
was no business man in the Govern- 
ment at. present, and.they were the 
people attempting to regulate em- 
ployment in this country.

Fine Gael’s view 
was that before the Government 
took such action they should consult 
with the leading people in the in- 
dustry and see how best the interests 
of the people could be served. 


LIGHT FOR FARMS 


One of Fine Gael’s proposals was 
to capitalise a good deal of the 
money now being devoted to repay- 
ing the original cost of the Shannon 
Scheme and spreading it out so as 
to make it available for an extension 
of that scheme to the agricultural 
districts and to give employment, 
and increasing the wealth of the 
farming community. They would 
not hesitate to put public money 
into agriculture in the expectation 
of getting a profitable return from it. 
When the war was over and when 
they were seeking supplies of raw 
materials and machinery to carry out 
their plans and increase their pro- 
duction, the only thing they would 
have to offer in exchange would be 
the foodstuffs produced on the farms. 
His administration was criticised for 
concentrating more on production of 
live-stock than-on cereals, but in 
1928-1929 there was more money to 
be made out of live-stock and live- 
stock produce; and in 1932, when he 
left office, although there were ten 
million unemployed in America and 
many millions unemployed in vayious 
European countries, it was admitted 
universally that Eire was one of the 
countries in the world that had 
suffered less effects from the 
economic blizzard.

After his very fine reception in 
Waterford, the election atmosphere 
is beginning to quicken, and his 
gatherings are larger and more en- 
thusiastic as poliing day approaches. 
An Taoiseach had attentive audiences 
at both meetings yesterday, and at 
Fermoy a young man who en- 
deavoured to interrupt his speech 
was ejected from the crowd by Civic 
Guards. 

“Some people,” ead Mr. de 
Valera, ‘‘might expect me, as a 
practical politician, which I am sup- 
posed “o be, to refer first to econdmic 
rather than national issues, but I 
don’t care a thraneen,.so long as the 
country’s interests are saved, 
whether we are elected or not. 
would rather by far to see the objec- 
tives we have in mind secured, any- 
how. There are people talking about 
what bargains they would make 
now. I want to say, in connection 
with all these bargains, that. the 
word ‘bargain’” in connection with 
our country almost makes me sick. 
This is not a cheap sale. 


NO BARGAINS 


“We made no bargains,” Mr. de 
Valera said. “ What we did was we 
secured the rights of the Irish 
people. We got back their rights. 
Our rights were not for sale. They 
have not been for sale. There is no 
question, so far as we are concerned, 
of bargaining. What we are out to 
do is to secure for the Irish people 
what their rights are, and what they 
know are their rights. It is not 
easy always in this world, no 
matter how well fitted you are, to 
secure your rights, but God has been 
good to us, and particularly good to 
this generation of ours. We have 
been the most fortunate of 
the generations of Irishmen for 


centuries.”’ 

Mr. de Valera added: “I hope 
that this generation, which has done 
so much to restore Ireland to her 
old place, will not let the Irish 
language die. If this generation is 
not to be cursed by subsequent 
generations of Irishmen, then we 
will have to start a strong popular 
movement to learn Irish as a 
national duty.”’ 

Commenting on conditions during 
the war years, he said: “ Some 
people say that we have been 
panicky. We have not. We have 
had the understanding to know how 
great this conflict is, and that in 
the long run there is nothing to 
save us except God’s protection, and 
all we can do ourselves while united 
is to learn to use the weapons we 
Have, and that if we are attacked— 
no matter from what quarter—we 
will spill the last drop of our blood 
in defending our territory and pre- 
serving - the freedom we have 
gained.” 


TREATY CLAUSES 


Describing the Government’s 
political work, Mr. de Valera said 
it was a proud day when the Britwh 
garrisons at Cork harbour, Bere- 
haven and Lough Swilly marched 
out. and our Irish soldiers, in their 
green uniforms, marched in. 
Glorious as that was, he said, still 
more important were the ‘Treaty 
clauses which allowed Britain 
facilities in this country in time of 
war and which were removed. When 
war broke out, he said, we would 
have been in a terrible dilemma if 
those clauses had not been re- 
moved, ‘‘If we had said to Britain, 
‘we will not give: you those 
facilities; it is not in the interests 
of the Irish people,’ then at once 
we- would have been in conflict with 
Britain, and if we had given the 
facilities allowed by the Treaty 
clauses, then, of a certainty, it would 
have given Britain’s enemies the 
right to bomb our people and re- 
gard our territory as hostile. It is 
quite obvious if these olauses had 
remained we, or any other Irish 
Government, would have found our- 
selves in that terrible position.’’ 


A Time of Crisis 


Speaking at Greystones, Mr. 
Brereton Barry, K.C., Fine Gae 
candidate for Wicklow, said that Mr. 
Cosgrave, recognising the gravity of 
the present crisis, had asked for an 
end of political strife and offered 
the country a National Government 
as a bulwark against any troubles 
the future might bring. Did Mr. 
de Valera recognise the fact that 
this wag a time of crisis? He told 
the country that his immediate ob- 
jective was the restoration of the 
Irish language by means of a policy 
that had already all but destroyed 
it, and his ultimate objective the 
establishment of the unity of the 
country by means which he. per- 
sonally had not disclosed.

“The difference between evolution 
und revolution is the difference 
between building cities and bombing 
them; it may be more fun to bomb 
them, but building is more a man’s 
work,” said Mr. T. C. Kingsmill 
Moore, speaking at the closing 
meeting of the 173rd session of the 
College Historical Society, held in 
Trinity College, Dublin, last night, 
when he opposed the motion, ‘‘ That 
Revolution is Preferable to Evolu- 
tion.”’ 
Revolution, he continued, has 
rarely been successful. Any progress 
that was made by revolution alone 
was less real and less lasting than 
that resulting from an evolutionary 
progress. 
The Auditor-Elect (Mr. A. N. 
Jeffares, Sch.) proposed the motion, 
pointing out that there was a stigma 
attached to the word revolution 
which must be removed from the 
discussion. 

Opposing the motion, the Rev. 
R. P. MacDermott said that revolu-
